UPLAND SCHOOL 
EXPENSES REDUCED 


Despite higher salaries and in- 
creased operating costs, Upland 
schoo! district disbursements drop- 
ped $10,000 during the school 
year ending last June as compared 
to the previous year, according to 
an audit presented to the board of 
education last night. 

The audit, prepared by Fossett, 
Dow & Co. of Pomona, revealed 
Mat total school aistrict: expenses 
for the year ending June 30, 1943 
amounted to $99,134.08, but only 
$90,272.90 last term. 

Receipts amounted to $108,- 
103.02 last school year and $112,- 
202.37 the year preceeding, ‘The 
balances on hand were $12,094.39 
June 30, 1942; $13,068.28 June 30, 
1943 and $17,830.12 last June. 

“The records\and funds of the 
school district were found to be in 
very good conditioh,” the auditing 
company reported. 

While the total expenditures 
were lower last year than the pre- 
ceeding year, several expense 
items increased considerably. 
Teacher salaries went from $47,- 
895.27 to $58,004.88, operations 
costs from $12,978.85 to $14,366.83, 
expenses of instruction from 
$4961.87 and administration from 
$3276 to $3631.51.

ON 3-DAY LEAVE 


Outside of his barbed wire pri- 
son, where he remained for 10 
months in Rumania, Captain Wal- 
‘lace C. Taylor arrived home Sat- 
urday on a 31-day leave. 

Tall, broad shouldered and very 
apparently thrilled to gel back to 
his native city, Captain Taylor 
was in the Upland business istrict 
this morning greeting friends and 
acquaintances. 

He chatted with all who greeted 
him and he beamed as he met his 
former neighbors and townspeople. 
He is the son of Mrs, Wallace C 
Taylor, who now resides et 1056 
North Euclid avenue, Ontario. 
For years the family resided at 
1360 West Twentieth street. 

Captain Taylor, in answering 
questions, said that he was with 
110 men who lived for 10 nionths 
in a building surrounded by a high 
fence and protected by an arined 
guard. The prisoners of war were 
liberated when Rumania joined the 
United Nations forces against the 
Axis.

erable amount of ethylene is giv- 
en off through this mold infec- 
tion. In addition, ethylene often 
seeps into storage rooms from 
other parts of a citrus treatment 
building, or from passing auto- 
mobiles. This gas tends to pro- 
mote too rapid coloring of the 
fruit, which is highly undesirable, 
but thus far the only method of 
detecting its presence has been 
to observe its detrimental effect 
on fruit. By this time it is too 
late to counteract the gas by re- 
storing the oxygen balance. 

“The patented device cdémprises 
a method of growing test plants 
in darkness by utilizing shielded 
electric light bulbs as a warmth- 
creating means and adapting cer- 
tain growth-promotion factors 
best suited for rapid development. 

“To test for ethylene, a can of 
specially grown pea seedings is 
placed in the device in a strategic 
spot in the storage room and left 
for two to four days. Examina- 
tion by. persons trained in detect- 
ing epinastic response will reveal 
the precise amount of ethylene 
present and thus permit adjust- 
ment of the oxygen supply.” 

The device wilt detect the pres- 
ence of ethylene also where ap- 
ples or bananas are stored. It is 
explained that pea plants, par- 
ticularly, and tomato plants, cas- 
tor beans and potato’ sprouts 
grow more rapidly on the upper 
sides if ethylene is present, thus 
becoming stunted or growing 
sideways.

UPLAND'S SCHOOLS. 


Members of the Upland board 
of education are already looking 
forward to the 1945-46 school 
year, wondering what the huge 
kindergarten enrollment now will 
presage then. 

Harold W. Cook, district school 
supeintendent, told the board 
members at their meeting last 
night that the kindergarten chil- 
dren have had to be divided into 
two groups, one attending class- 
es in the mornings and the other 
meeting afternoons. The kinder- 
garten enrollment is 74. 

First grade classes this - year 
are comparatively normal, due 
partly to the kindergarten reg- 
istration of 45 last year. 

On the second Monday of the 
school year last month, enroll- 
ment in the Upland school dis- 
trict reached an all-time high: of 
965, surpassing the 1938 enroll- 
ment by two* pupils. But yester- 
day, according to Mr. Cook, 
school enrollment went to 1020 
youngsters.
